Thomas  Dewey  Davis 

As  I  look  back  over  the  past  fifty 
years,  I  am  most  grateful  to  my  Maker 
for  permitting  me  to  see  what  has  been 
accomplished  in  medicine  during  this 
time.  When  I  graduated  in  1921,  you 
could  name  the  useful  drugs  on  the 
fingers  of  one  hand  as  far  as  internal 
medicine  was  concerned — morphine, 
digitalis,  quinine,  and  belladonna  were 
all  that  were  dependable.  When  you 
walk  down  the  hall  of  a  modern  hos- 
pital, you  see  through  the  open  doors 
patient  after  patient  with  one,  two,  or 


We  wrote  to  our  fifty-year  graduates  and  requested  that  they 
send  us  a  picture  and  a  little  incident  that  they  remembered 
from  their  college  days  or  some  interesting  experience  that  oc- 
curred during  the  years.  The  pleasant  results  appear  on  these 
pages. 
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more  fluid  bottles  hanging  over  the 
bed  as  varying  solutions  are  being  run 
into  the  veins.  My  first  experience  with 
intravenous  fluids  was  during  my  in- 
ternship, and  all  of  the  fluids  were 
homemade  and  consisted  almost  en- 
tirely of  normal  saline.  Now  intrave- 
nous medication  constitutes  a  large 
business  in  itself. 

It  is  hard  to  believe  that  during  my 
four  years  of  medicine  I  was  never  in- 
troduced to  a  patient  with  acute  myo- 
cardial infarction.  Undoubtedly  they 
occurred  but  were  not  recognized.  In 
1922  I  accepted  a  preceptorship  with 
Dr.  Douglas  VanderHoof  who  then 
was  professor  of  medicine  at  the  Med- 
ical College,  and  the  first  insulin  I  ever 
gave  was  shortly  after  becoming  asso- 
ciated with  him.  He  had  learned  of  it 
at  a  medical  meeting  the  previous  fall. 
In  1927,  as  a  result  of  the  studies  of 
Minot  and  Murphy,  the  effect  of  liver 
in  pernicious  anemia  was  discovered; 
and  I  can  recall  treating  a  dear  old 
lady  with  a  pound  of  calves'  liver  daily, 
and  to  my  astonishment  it  worked,  in 
that  she  got  typical  reticulocytosis  and 
improvement  in  her  blood  picture.  Prior 
to  this  time,  our  only  treatment  for 
pernicious  anemia  was  blood  transfu- 
sions which  were  given  directly  with 
syringes.  Later  liver  extract  became 
available,  and  with  the  advent  of  B  12, 
pernicious  anemia  is  definitely  control- 
lable. 

In  the  late  twenties,  sulfonamides 
came  into  use,  and  in  the  early  forties, 
penicillin  was  discovered  and  became 
available  as  the  most  potent  weapon 
against  a  good  many  infections.  Now 
the  market  is  flooded  with  antibiotics, 
useful  under  certain  circumstances  but 
given,  I  feel,  too  promiscuously.  One 
of  my  most  satisfactory  experiences 
has  been  curing  a  number  of  cases  of 
pneumococcic  meningitis  and  subacute 
bacterial  endocarditis  which  before  the 
advent  of  penicillin  were  amost  100 
per  cent  fatal.  In  the  fall  of  1922,  I 
had  the  good  fortune  (misfortune?)  of 
being  in  charge  of  the  male  ward  in 
the  old  Virginia  Hospital  for  a  period 
of  two  weeks  during  which  time  I  had 
a  census  of  eighteen  patients  with  pneu- 
mococcic pneumonia  presumably,  but 
all  were  not  proved  culturally.  At  this 
time  we  were  working  with  pneumo- 
coccic serums  but  unfortunately  most 
of  the  patients  died  before  the  type  of 
organism  could  be  determined.  During 
that  two  weeks,  my  mortality  was  close

to  100  per  cent.  Think  what  a  differ- 
ence there  would  have  been  if  we  had 
had  modern  antibiotics.  The  picture 
would  probably  have  been  almost  re- 
versed. 

During  this  time  surgery  has  made 
such  spectacular  strides  that  now  things 
that  were  considered  impossible  thirty 
years  ago  are  almost  commonplace.  In- 
deed medicine  has  been  extremely  fas- 
cinating to  me  as  it  has  unfolded  in  my 
fifty  years,  and  I  predict  that  the  next 
fifty  years  will  see  even  more  remark- 
able developments  in  the  way  of  diag- 
nosis and  therapy.  I  would  love  to  have 
another  fifty  years  of  participation  in 
this.  My  plans  are  to  go  as  far  into  this 
second  fifty  years  as  I  consider  myself 
capable  of  rendering  helpful  service. 

P.S.  I  can't  resist  the  temptation  to 
insert  a  bit  of  an  experience  during  the

summer  of  1920  when  a  partner  and 
I  delivered  twenty  babies,  in  the  City 
of  Richmond  mostly — in  the  Seven- 
teenth Street  bottom  or  down  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  Penitentiary,  a  few  on 
the  Southside.  At  this  time,  streetcars 
were  my  only  means  of  transportation, 
and  I  can  well  remember  riding  the 
streetcar  down  to  the  east  end  of  the 
viaduct  where  an  elevator  took  me 
down  to  Seventeenth  Street  where  I 
caught  another  streetcar  up  Shockoe 
Valley  to  the  appropriate  street  and 
walked  the  remainder  of  the  distance. 
It  was  a  never-to-be-forgotten  experi- 
ence, especially  when  my  partner  got 
particularly  solicitous  as  to  how  the 
fetus  was  progressing  and  received  a 
thorough  shower  of  amniotic  fluid.  I 
could  go  on  with  many  interesting  ex- 
periences, but  this  should  be  enough.

I  remember  an  incident  that  hap- 
pened in  the  freshman  anatomy  labora- 
tory. There  were  some  cases  of  menin- 
gitis in  the  city  at  that  time.  Dr.  Ennion 
G.  Williams  was  city  health  officer  and 
wanted  to  make  some  practice  spinal 
punctures  on  some  of  our  cadavers 
which  we  were  dissecting.  As  he  in- 
serted the  syringe  in  the  stiff,  a  mem- 
ber of  the  class  fainted  and  passed  out. 
Some  of  his  fellow  classmen  started  to 
lift  him  off  the  floor.  Doctor  Christian 
hollered:  "Leave  him  flat  on  his  back! 
That's  what  nature  does  for  him." 

This  was  a  good  lesson  in  first  aid.

The  first  four-year  dental  class 
offered  at  MCV  began  its  career  on 
September  18,  1917,  with  26  members. 
By  the  time  we  became  seniors  the 
number  was  reduced  to  15.  Since  grad- 
uation we  have  had  class  reunions 
every  five  years  and  at  many  of  these 
meetings  the  attendance  has  been 
100%  of  the  surviving  membership. 
At  this  time,  the  grim  reaper  has 
claimed  all  but  four  of  our  number, 
and  we  four  have  plans  to  meet  at 
MCV  commencement  in  June,  1971.
